sfficials deserved. 


The fact that such a large 
crowd attended was a great 
tribute to the two teams on 
the field — a tribute they 
richly deserved. 


The newspapers were the first, 
but not the only ones, to ask why 
Monday's game was called off at 
such a late stage. Such bungling 
in high places calls for an explana- 
tion, and none has yet been forth- 
coming. It has been printed in the 
newspapers that an hour before 
the postponement was announced, 
the managers were told that no 
postponement was possible, 


Australia had better look for 
More competent administrators if 
it expects further international 
visits, for Monday night's disgrace 
has already done a lot of harm, If 


it should happen again, neither the 
public nor overseas countries con 
sidering tours will have any confi- 
dence in Australian Soccer, 


Refs. Angry Over

The Truth About Len Young’ 


Resignation 


It’s a strange paradox that, although the Victorian 
Racing Commission treats the Press with contempt by bar- 
ring it from meetings that involve personalities in the sport, 
the Press replies by lavishing thousands of inches:of editorial 
and pictorial space on the game. But when the Soccer 
Council decided to ask the Press to withdraw from its hear- 
tai of Len Young’s resignation, the Press—the “Argus” par- 


ucularly — erupted with fire, brimstone, and thinly-veiled 


threats! 


The editor of ‘Soccer News," in 
his wisdom, allowed Bill Fleming to 
tell readers about it in what was 
called, “‘an open letter to Soccer 
Clubs. Why this method was 
necessary to spread the news is 
puzzling, because the Council it- 
self consists of representatives of 
all sections of Soccer, INCLUD- 
ING FIVE CLUB DELEGATES. 


However, readers will want to 
w, firstly, why the Press was 
yred, and secondly, why Len 
Young submitted his resignation, 
happily withdrawn later. 

Len’s letter of resignation, when 
received, was naturally a bomb- 
shell of the atomic variety. It con- 
tained no specific details. When a\ 
proached, he gave the Council's 


chairman the impression that his ~ 


dissatisfaction involved individuals, 
: qgell as arrangements. 
“t* No Public Name-Calling 

When informed of this, Council- 
lors felt that the hearing of Len’s 
resignation might become a name- 
calling carnival, and it was decided 
that any such spectacle should not 
be presented to the Press as a sub- 
ject. for one of their typical gloat- 
ing sessions, 

The question was put to the as- 
sembled Council, which voted 8 to 
with some abstainers, for the 
withdrawal of the Press. 


Here T wish to go on record as 
being an opponent of any attempt 
to muzzle or frustrate the Press. 

Exceptional circumstances do 
urise, however, The Council is 
there to promote and guard the in- 
terests of Soccer. They must be 
wary of presenting the enemies of 


Soccer, and they are many, with 
ammunition for Soccer's destruc- 
tion. 

They decided, mistakenly as it 
turned out, that this case could be 
explosive ammunition in enemy 
hands, and decreed that it be heard 
in camera. That was both their 
right and their duty as they saw it. 

We are all glad that the “‘explo- 
sive ammunition” turned out to be 
a damp squib. 

Confidence Not Lost 

This brings us to Len’s proposed 
resignation itself. Len decided to 
offer his resignation for one basic 
reason—he felt that both he and 
his work had lost the confidence of 
the Council. He quickly found at 
the hearing that he, too, was labor- 
ing under a wrong impression. 

The Council also realised, how- 
eyer, that Len had some justifiable 
grounds for his mistaken impr 
sions, and will take steps to 
that these grounds are eradicated. 

This is the basis for Len’s dis- 
satisfaction. When a commentator, 
on an “official” broadeast, or a re- 
porter in a newspaper article, tears 
Len’s work and the products of his 
work to pieces with snide irony, 
Len feels that, if the Council dis- 
agrees with the criticism, it should 
show its confidence in Len by giv 
ing equal publicity to its disagree 
ment, 

Len points out that, if this is 
not done, he loses standing with 
the schools’ sportsmasters, the 
boys, the Victorian Colts, the mem- 
bers of the State squad, the stud- 
ent coaches and referees, and the 
public. To lose standing is to lose 
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ourite pastime,

authority. When these are’ lost, 
the effectiveness of his work comes 
to an end. 

‘ Council Has Learned 

The Council has taken the point 
well. It now realises that by un- 
thinkingly failing to rise to Len’s 
defence, its silence could be con- 
strued as agreement with the 
critics — which, of course, is far 
from the truth. 

The Council's explanation was 
that it felt that Len could have, 
even should have, taken its confi- 
dence in him for granted. Time 
and again. it has demonstrated its 
faith in his work by backing, with 
hard cash in large sums, — 
recommendation he has s 
for their approval. 

It is a relief to report that Len 
withdrew his resignation. It had 
served its purpose. 

Len's work Il go on, The 
Council will see to it that public 
utterances likely to undermine his 
rightful standing in Soccer will not 
in future go unchallenged.

FRED 


Chairman of the League 


Since the days in Scotland, when 
asa little runt eight years old, he 
would ride to the games with his 
father's Drag Club and carry the 
flags for the Glasgow Rangers, 
Fred Lang has been a worker 
player and administrator in Soccer. 
-oWhile he doesn’t claim to have 
(sity become a Stanley Matthews, 
he learned to play as a kid in the 
Glasgow Churches League. It was 
about this time that Fred knew the 
great Alec James, as one of the 
Glasgow Ashfield juniors. Having 
analysed Alec's natural system of 
play at first-hand, Fred poses a 
knotty question for British Soccer 
students: 

“Did Arsenal's successful third- 
back game,” he asks, “as played 
by Herbie Roberts, originate in 
London, or with Alec James?” — 


What of Their Value?’ 

I asked Fred how the stars of 
those early days compared with to- 
day’s players. 

“Natural individual ball players 
of all eras are equally delightful to 
watch,” says Fred. “It's easier to 
compare teams and team methods,” 

This gave me the opening to ask 
Fred how the all-star teams he had 
known compared with, for ex- 
ample, Vienna’s Rapid Sportklub, 
+ “They're very, very good,” he 
(VFied, “but I think the Glasgow 
team of 1921 would have beaten 
them. And that reminds me—Mr. 
Gold boasted that he’d brought out 
a team worth £100,000. Well, the 
five forwards of that 1921 team 
alone were valued at £100,000. 
And behind these forwards were 
Meiklejohn, who was later captain 
of Scotland; Dixon, and the inter- 
national, Muirhead. What was the 
value of that fabulous team?’” 


Migrated 32 Years Ago 

How far Fred would have gone 
in Scottish Soccer will never be 
known, beeause itehy feet brought 
him to Australia in 1923 to help 
lay the foundations for the gigan- 
tic pile of industvy that is Yallourn 
today. He remained interested in 
Soccer, however. Apart from kick- 
ing a ball around the barren Gipps- 
land paddocks, he was an original

member of the clubs that later be- 
came the South Melbourne Soccer 
Club 

Before settling down in Mel- 
bourne, Fred decided to have a 
look at Sydney. This “look” lasted 
two years. Even during thia period 
he couldn't keep away from Soc- 
cer, and played Veft helt with Mar- 
rickville in the Saturday Industrial 
League for two seasons, 


Organised Aid to Britain 

During the war, and for a few 
years afterwards, Fred permitted 
other activities to share the love 
and time he devoted to Soccer. As 
secretary of the British Servic 
men’s Club, he helped to organise 
the flow of aid from Australia to 
Britain’s bomb victims, He was 
also instrumental in forming the 
Good Neighbour Council, on which 
he was a delegate, and which 
aimed at easing migrant settlement 
and assimilation, 

In 1948, Fred was secretary of 
the Metters Soccer Club, and in 
1949 was elected a delegate to the 
league management committee, 
Spearheading the attack to get 
league management representation 
on the Council of the V.A.S.F.A., 
he soon found himself a Councillor 


Busy Man 

Since then, Fred has been a very 
busy man. Apart from doing doz- 
ens of the odd jobs that fall to 
Councillors during any season, 
such as_ being manager of Vic- 
toria’s Carnival team at Adelaide, 
Fred has been chairman of the 
league management committee for 
the past six years. He is also 
chairman of the disciplinary com- 
mittee, and a member of the Coun- 
cil executive, the selection commit- 
tee, the coaching committee, and 
the amateur status committee. 
That is the penalty for being able 
and populay — Fred tops Council 
elections regularly. 

Asked about Soccer's future in 
Victoria, Fred has this to say: 

‘In recent years, Soccer has had 
a tremendous fillip from the influx 
and aupport of British and Contin- 
ental migrants, and will undoubt- 
edly continue to grow,
